fact, some agencies were reluctant to enter into agreements with
the tribes not knowing for sure what their status was . State
Patrol, for instance, pointed that they do some law enforcement
activities, but upon the raising of thzs question i t wa sn ' t
clear but w hat we shouldn't make it absolutely clear the terms
under wh i c h w e wou l d pe r m it p ub l i c agencie s t o en t er i n t o
agreements with tribal governments.
